How possible get this ecstasy, this illumina- 
tion into the soul the child? How can permeate 
the subject matter with the life-giving quality imag- 
How can make teachers equal the great 
opportunity which are theirs? 

Until read Father Karl Adam’s Spirit 
cism (Macmillan) never realized how tremendously 
important the way conceive our subject matter may 
be. Here spirit. Here the distilled essence Ca- 
tholicism. Here the divine spirit Catholicism rising 
from the truths the catechism and calling every 
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soul sensitive the spiritual life. Here the spirit 
that lacking our teaching religion from the 
primary school the college. 

the whole conception God, Christ, and the Church 
their interrelation that raises teachers out the 
basis mere logic and elevates them the plane “of 
spirit and truth” which God should worship- 
ped. finely spiritual conception our religion. 
has its appeal the whole “Body Christ,” living 
earth, whether the faith Matt Talbot, 
the most advanced university spirit. The president 
Marquette University was discussing the case 
fine young woman who had lost her religion ac- 
quiring scientific education certain state univer- 
sity, and suggested that her problem was due two 
facts conflict: She had kindergarten training 
religion and college education science. Whether 
this book would have saved her not, not pre- 
sume say, but this feel sure of, that any person 
with college education any social na- 
tural, philosophy any acadamic subject, will 
not fail find this book presentation Catholi- 
cism that fully abreast all scientific knowledge, 
senses the distinction which must characterize the pur- 
suit religious truth, and distills, were, its purest 
spirit. 

The teacher religion whether the elementary 
school the university, cannot fail come away 
from this book with finer sense the reality they 
are expected teach, with finer sense its possibil- 
ities raising the human spirit, that supernatural 
life which its purpose, with finer sense the spirit- 
ual adventure wrestle with God and over- 
come Him. 
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Perhaps will well point out more specifically 
this “spirit Catholicism” which find nowhere else 
admirably distilled and admirably expressed. 

The author, with extraordinary vigor, makes two 
points, with reference Catholicism and 
Christianity general, which are extremely significant 
for the teacher religion. The first that man, 
through his sheer humanity merely trying pull 
himself his own bootstraps achieve the life 
the spirit. Without God’s condescension the In- 
carnation, such divine life possible for him. But 
that does not mean that man predestinated, that 
has part his own salvation. does, and the in- 
struments grace are not effective unless the predis- 
position there. Father Adam says: 


the other hand here the chief distinction be- 
tween the Catholic and the orthodox Lutheran conceptions 
justification not purely passive under the action 
grace like some lifeless stone log. the Church con- 
ceives original sin, the natural religious and moral endowment 
man was not destroyed that sin that the Lutheran 
“Formula Concord” expresses “no spark spiritual 
power was left him for the knowledge truth and accom- 
plishment good.” Man’s religious and moral faculties are 
not impaired their natural substance, but weakened their 
operation, inasmuch original sin deflects them from their 
supernatural course and gives them therefore false direction. 
The effect grace, the up-surging the eternal love within 
him, bring man’s faculties back again into their original 
course, and disengage them completely and set them 
free. Therefore grace not merely compassionate mercy, nor 
like some brilliant cloak gold thrown over the human 
corpse. the contrary the Church conceives vital 
force, which awakens and summons the powers man’s soul, 
understanding, will, and feeling, inspires them with new love, 
with new fear God and His judgment, with new yearn- 
ing for transcendent holiness and infinite goodness. When 
grace thus works the sinner, continually urging him 
with its secret goad the heights, produces man those 
spiritual acts faith, fear, and trust which are the preparation 
the human side for justification. The justification itself 
which follows these acts the sole work God. the sacra- 
ment baptism penance God answers the appeal the 
penitent with His kiss forgiving love: baptize thee, 
absolve thee (pp. 179-180). 


One should note this wording the doctrine orig- 
inal sin, because its the indivual likely 
more stimulating than its ordinary formulation 
the elementary textbooks religion. 

The second point may introduced quotation 
from Father Adam: 


There nothing more preposterous than seek demon- 
strate the Divinity Jesus with severe scientific exactitude, 
the sense that even the religiously and morally indifferent, 
yes, even the morally defective, the egoist, and the man im- 
mersed the things sense, should able lay hold 
the Godhead Jesus with their hands and should longer 
resist the faith. though faith were self-evident thing, 
that twice two four. The infinite and holy God does not 
allow profaned. gives Himself only those 
who seek Him with profound reverence. What sort God 
would be, Who should suffer Himself calculated 
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anyone, like the sum the angles triangle, and what 
sort Christianity would that be, whose principal and most 
zealous adherents because the mathematical demonstra- 
bility the Divinity Jesus must necessarily the wise 
and the clever this world, the selfish and the self-satisfied, 
and not the poor spirit and the pure heart! Mystery and 
grace are the essence the Divine. Hence the vast signifi- 
cance the words Jesus: “Flesh and blood have not 
revealed thee, but Father Who heaven” 
(pp. 50-51). 


understand the doctrine one must live the life. 
Aristotle long ago pointed this out ethics. That 
philosopher only can intelligently formulate the ends 
the good life who has lived the good life. The modern 
conception rationalization helps understand 
this. What man doing great deal the time 
finding explanations for his acts after the act. 
explaining himself himself, and finding the least 
disturbing explanation that will keep him his old 
“rut,” his old routine. His philosophy likely 
merely the after effects his action instead the 
torch leading him man’s true end. Even the 
basis modern psychoanalysis its true that un- 
destand the doctrine one must live the life. Father 
Karl Adam again: 


there Catholic Christianity unitary life stream, 
life unity fullness, single mighty life. And would 
determine the content the original cell this life, the con- 
tent the .Christianity Christ, must not approach the 
tree Christianity with the knife the critic and mutilate 
order discover this original cell. the contrary 
must accept the Christian life whole and appraise 
whole. Unlimited criticism, faulty and sterile historical 
philological research: these things not conduct the 
mystery Christ. But attain Him steeping ourselves 
lovingly the abundance life which has gone forth from 
Him, which has attested its inner organic unity throughout the 
centuries, and which today the beginning nothing else, 
desires nothing else, than life lived the strength 
Christ, Christian life (p. 61). 

There wealth conceptions our religion born 
its life which the Body Christ, which pos- 
sessed generally and preached from the altar, and 
taught from the teacher’s chair, would immensely en- 
rich that life love and grace which the Church. 
Such are the Christo-centric character Catholicism 
its every aspect, the three priesthoods the Church 
—of the laity, the clergy, and Christ Indul- 
gences (pp. 120-122), Adam and the Christ (p. 34), 
the character the Church (p. 96), the Communion 
Saints (p. 140), the Pope (p. 42), nature and super- 
nature (p. 200), and the triumphant Church (p. 107). 
use for illustration here three these instances; 
the Pope, indulgences, and the Church triumphant. 

Children are able repeat the fact that Peter was 
the chief the Apostles and him Christ came after 
the Resurrection, and commanded that feed His 
lambs, feed His sheep, that the bishop Rome, the 
Pope, his successor and has pastoral care the 
Church, and has the power teaching infallibly 
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faith and morals when teaches cathedra. much 
good! But how fine illuminate these con- 
ceptions with the thought that “papacy and episcopacy 
are divine power put the service love.” The Pope 
the representative and objective form its inner 
unity, the mutual love its members made vis- 
ible, the organic interrelation the faithful made per- 
ceptible” (p. 40). And have the fine statement 
the significance the faithful, kissing the ring 
the Pope. “When (the Catholic) kisses the Pope’s 
hand, kisses all his brethren, who are joined together 
into one the person the Pope. His heart broadens 
out into the heart all Christendom, the unity 
fullness” (p. 39). And here the fuller statement 
which these quotations may serve introduction: 


The teaching Jesus obtains its luminous fulfillment ex- 
actly papacy and episcopacy, they correctly conceived. 
For the papacy, regarded the light the supernatural 
essence the Church, nought else but personification 
love, the manifestation the unity the Body Christ 
earth. therefore its essential nature the exact opposite 
domination; born aot brutality, but love. Papacy 
and episcopacy are divine power put the service love. 
Certainly the Pope has sometimes speak out sharp and 
peremptory admonition. when Paul cried: “Shall 
come you with rod?” Cor. iv. 21). And sometimes his 
anathema rings through the world “in the same tones and with 
the same language” (Heiler) St. Paul used when ex- 
cluded the incestuous Corinthian from the Christian com- 
munity. Nevertheless, even this angry and corrective love 
remains love, love for the community brethren. The Pope 
has insofar the primacy love. Nor there any hierarchy 
the Church that may express itself otherwise than minister- 
ing love. Woe the pontiff who misuses his primacy love 
for personal ends, gratify his lust power, his avarice, 
other passions! sins against the Body Christ, offers 
violence Jesus. has render account beyond that 
required any other member the Body Christ. How 
terribly the Judgment may the his ears, 
when the risen Lord shall ask him: “Peter, lovest thou Me, 
lovest thou more than these?” That the great and sacred 
privilege his office, love Christ and His body more than 
all other men, realize that honorable title which Gregory 
the Great assumed: “Servant the servants God” (Servus 
servorum Dei). Pope Pius XI, his first Encyclical, laid 
down that those who preside are nothing but “servants the 
general weal, servants the servants God, especially the 
weak and needy, after the pattern the Lord” (pp. 42, 43). 


There certainly gross error regarding indulgences 
taught our histories Europe, there danger 
misunderstanding when least some our Catholics 
get away from their catechetical formulation what 
indulgences are. Certainly the knowledge indul- 
gences not illuminated the fine conception this 
spiritual treasury which found the Spirit 
Catholicism. 


But the ministry the saints the faithful earth not 
limited loving intercession. also love self-sacrifice 
and service, love which ready share its own wealth 
with all the struggling members the Body Christ, the 
widest extent that can share it. The saints during their 
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mortal life amassed beyond the measure their duty store 
wealth and sacrificial values made precious the Blood 
Christ. The superabundance their love and penance 
forms rich deposit. United with the superabundance the 
merits Christ, and derived from those merits, this wealth 
the saints that “treasure the Church” (thesaurus 
ecclesiae), that sacred family inheritance, which belongs 
all the members the Body Christ, and which the 
service especially its sick and feeble members. “If mem- 
ber suffers, all the members suffer with it.” When member 
has not made sufficient reparation for his sins, when after the 
forgiveness sin and the remission its eternal punishment, 
there yet remains debt “temporal” punishment, which 
the just God His wise ordinance attaches still forgiven 
sin, then all the members the Body help bear this burden 
punishment, and then the Church virtue her power 
binding and loosing may supplement the poverty one 
member out the wealth another. And thus she grants 
“indulgences,” that say, supplements the insufficient repa- 
ration her weaker members means the vicarious 
superabundance the merits Christ and His saints. that 
the indulgence not only attests the seriousness sin and 
teaches that guilt must expiated “to the last farthing,” 
but also illustration the blessed potency the Com- 
munion Saints and the vicarious expiation which 
interwoven with it. All the main ideas upon which the doc- 
trine indulgences based necessity expiation for 
sin, the codperative expiation the members the Body 
Christ, the Church’s power bind and loose earth 
that her action valid heaven these ideas are con- 
tained holy Scripture. that although the historical form 
the indulgence has undergone some change the 
vicarious expiatory suffering the martyrs and confessors, 
and the penitential “redemptions” the Middle Ages down 
our modern indulgenced prayer and may the future un- 
dergo further change, and although the theology indulgences 
has only been gradually elaborated, yet its substance the 
doctrine line with the pure thought the Scriptures. 
Here, other practice the Church, the members 
the Body Christ codperate loving expiation. All the 
earnestness and joyfulness, humility and contrition, love and 
fidelity, which animate the Body are here especially combined 
and manifested (pp. 120-121). 

man who would want use prayer, not for loving con- 
verse with God, but merely for the gaining indulgences, 
would misuse and would display bad misunderstanding 
its meaning and nature (pp. 121-122). 

The indulgence, therefore, its nature not instituted for 
the externalizing the religious life, but for its deepening 
and enrichment. emphatic summons repentance, 
strong impulse vital incorporation the Body Christ, 
obtain His blessing. And indulgence does not simply 
abolish the whole burden temporal punishment, but remits 
only far your works, exactly prescribed the Church, 
unite with the merits Christ and His saints, may serve 
also arouse the sluggish conscience and make sensitive, 
not only the infinite seriousness sin, but also the unparal- 
lelled blessings contained the fellowship the members 
Christ (p. 122). 

Too often think the Church terms the 
externals its organization. Pope, bishops, priests, and 
and parish, diocese, archdiocese. Often when 
speak Church, think that not-too-beautiful 
parish church that attend Sundays and holy days, 
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perhaps the glories architecture which Rheims, 
Cologne, St. Peters. think, too, that real 
Church, the Body Christ, its threefold aspect, 
militant here earth, suffering purgatory, and 
triumphant with Him Who Life Eternal. But how 
often does teacher student rise the lyric warmth, 
even ecstasy of: 


The Church Triumphant (ecclesia triumphans). Hosts 
the redeemed are continually passing into heaven, whether 
directly, mediately the road purification the Suffer- 
ing Church. They pass into the presence the Lamb and 
Him who sits upon the throne, order, face face and 
longer mere similitude and contemplate the 
Trinity, whose bosom are all possibilities and all realities, 
the unborn God from out whose eternal wellspring life 
all beings drink existence and strength, motion and beauty, 
truth and love. There none there who has not been brought 
home God’s mercy alone. All are redeemed, from the high- 
est seraph the newborn child just sealed the grace 
baptism left the world. Delivered from all selfish limita- 
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tions and raised above all earth anxieties, they live, within 
that sphere love which their life earth has traced out for 
them, the great life God. true life, idle stagnation, 
but continual activity sense and mind and will. true 
that they can merit longer, nor bear fruit now for the King- 
dom Heaven. For the Kingdom Heaven established 
and grace has finished its work. But the life glory richer 
far than the life grace. The infinite spaces the Being 
God, all Its width and depth, provide source which the 
soul seeks and finds the satisfaction its most intimate yearn- 
ings. New possibilities continually reveal themselves, new 
vistas truth, new springs joy. Being incorporated the 
most sacred Humanity Jesus, the soul joined most 
mysterious intimacy the Godhead Itself. hears the heart- 
beats God and feels the deep life that pulsates within the 
Divinity. The soul set and lives the center all being, 
whence the sources all life flow, where the meaning all 
existence shines forth the Triune God, where all power and 
all beauty, all peace and all blessedness, are become pure 
actuality and purest present, are made eternal now (pp. 
105-106). 


Health Catholic School 


Editor’s Note. Since training in correct habits has such an important bear- 
ing on both the mental and physical developmet of students, Miss Du 
Paul’s description of health education in the Catholic schools of the Belle- 
ville-Yorkville district of New York City is not only an interesting devel- 
opment, but will offer stimulating suggestions to diocesan superintendents, 
pastors, and principals of Catholic schools, who are planning to inaugurate 
similar procedures in their communities. 


EALTH education one the subjects which 
should find leading place the curriculum. 

Its chief aim develop understanding 
and appreciation good habits toward physical, 
mental, social, and moral health, that the individual 
may best serve his God, his family, and his country. 
This agreement with Catholic teaching, shown 
the following excerpt from the recent encyclical 
His Holiness Pope Pius reference 


Christian education takes the whole aggregate human 
life, physical spiritual, intellectual and moral, individual, 
domestic and social, not with view reducing any way, 
but order elevate, regulate, and perfect it, accordance 
with the example and teaching Christ. 

Physical defects and illnesses are the causes most 
the retardation and absence the schools today. 
Many college entrants are emotionaally unstable and 
unfit carry the burden four years 
strenuous work now demanded them our educa- 
tional institutions. Every year young men and women 
with physical handicaps are entering business, indus- 
try, and the professions. great social and economic 
loss that cannot measured the result these 
physical and mental disorders. 

How, then, can our Catholic schools help conserve 


the health the youth The emphasis modern medi- 
cine now toward prevention disease well to- 
ward cure, not only for physical health but for mental 
health well. 

What sort school program will best accomplish 
this aim? Modern education ever the alert, and 
the wide-awake teacher avails herself the opportun- 
ity keep pace with new ideas and methods teach- 
ing. She keeps abreast the times taking advan- 
tage courses health education such are now 
offered most the universities and teacher-training 
institutions. The progressive teacher interested 
the sociological factors affecting the child outside the 
schoolroom, cognizant their direct bearing his 
conduct. She knows the parents her pupils. She 
learns the community affects the child. She famil- 
iarizes herself with the traditions different racial 
groups. Without this knowledge, how may she hope 
solve her problems 


Method Correlation 


What methods can the teacher use which will make 
the subject health interesting and practical order 
have well-rounded program, the wise teacher 
today realizes that the subject health should in- 
corporated into the school curriculum every oppor- 
tunity that health knowledge imparted school will 
result carrying out health habits during school life 
and after.

living the highest aim and expect eternal inheritance 
for the public practice mere natural virtues. Upon 
one more the foregoing fundamental theories all 
the non-Catholic child guidance and all non-sec- 
tarian character-building agencies are based. 

Catholic guidance has altogether different founda- 
tion. presupposes the Fall Man and builds its 
theory free will and grace and holds that every 
temptation, matter from what sources under what 
circumstances arises, sufficient grace given over- 
come it. Catholics not reject natural means, but 
consider the spiritual means foremost importance. 

The non-Catholic world having lost most the 
supernatural faith, must make efforts substitute 
something else order remedy the harm that 
being done school system without religion. Hence, 
proposes mere external guidance take the place 
the interior guidance they have lost, not know, 
not recognize. the other hand, Catholics firm 
their faith, have left too much this respect the 
Church and the parochial school. Although these insti- 
tutions provide certain amount exterior and in- 
terior guidance, their guidance necessarily mostly 
mass guidance, which the least effective with many. 
What needed over and above individual guid- 
ance adapted the character and temptations each 
child. present, most the individual personal 
guidance begins when the boy girl has fallen has 
shown signs becoming antisocial. Guidance, such 
cases, becomes corrective instead preventive 
ought be. fall frequently the consequence the 
neglect personal guidance the parents, who ordi- 
narily, are the only ones able influence the conduct 
child. The difference between mass and individ- 
ual guidance important that should not over- 
looked. many cases suggests the only correct 
answer when parents ask the question, “What the 
matter with wayward child? Did not all 
could sending Church and parochial school 
The many failures show that these provisions are not 
enough. Individual guidance was either lacking not 
sufficiently extensive. 

Child guidance concerns the whole person body 
well soul. pertains not only faith and morals, 
but also health, vocation, and social adjustment. Its 
objective lead and guard the young such way 
that they “may pass through temporal good things, 
not lose the eternal.” (Missal, Third Sunday after 
Penticost.) This objective cannot reached the 
Church and school alone. Some situations which 
guidance needed not fall within their scope 
are not reached them. For these, the codperation 
parents guardians absolutely required. Although 
religious principles and motives that should permeate 
our life are inculcated Church and school, their ap- 
plication not always simple for youth. Faith might 
more were not for Original Sin and its conse- 
quences. Hence, the Church and school need additional 
helpers the guidance youth. 
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The “new psychology” formulated according the 
“modern mind” substitutes behaviorism and character 
building for moral training and discipline and holds 
that unless the child receives the benefit its novel 
system will suffer harm many ways. Catholics 
not that far. Their faith teaches them about the 
strength grace, the efficiency the sacraments and 
the care the Guardian Angel bestows upon his ward. 
They also believe that God has endowed every man 
with conscience attuned the laws God and has 
given man natural instinct that makes him almost 
sense what right wrong. The conception Cath- 
olics about the origin man entirely variance 
with those who believe that humans have evolved from 
low grade existence. Catholics hold that man was 
created but little less than the angels, that man fell 
from high state perfection and that the Redeemer 
provided him with means which, used, the wounds 
caused sin might healed and man might rise 
again high state perfection. Their whole psy- 
chology based these truths and they have kept 
Catholics from rushing into all kinds theories pro- 
posed for the guidance their offspring. They simply 
not see the need others who lack the faith 
and means grace they possess. This kept them away 
from much that was wrong and ineffective, but the 
other hand, made them slow noticing the signs 
the time and providing correctives for the many 
harmful influences that reach the child today. 
made many parents acquiesce the thought that 
priests and teachers could tend everything that 
needed. But this not so. Much more needed. The 
sphere Satan, the world, and the flesh extends be- 
yond the church and the school. These evil influences 
reach into the home and into leisure-time activities 
and neutralize everything unless counteracted. For this 
reason, parents must the guidance 
vouth. New situations arise daily that were never met 
before. Today much required and great demands are 
made every phase life, and youth needs adult aid 
until more perfect adjustment has been made. 
what this aid consists and how should provided 
will form another chapter.

Model School Building, 


HAT considered one the most mod- 

ern and up-to-date our Catholic high 

schools, St. Ignatius High School San 
Francisco, under the direction the Jesuits. 

Completed last September cost over $300,000, 
not item was omitted that was considered necessary 
assure complete satisfaction. Before the final plans 
were drawn and approved, the best features edu- 
cational institutions California were inspected and 
embodied the building. 

Though not expensive many other school build- 
ings, this must attributed economic foresight and 
judicious planning which number very costly, 
though useless, adornments and exterior decorations 
were dispensed with, while efforts were especially cen- 
tered upon efficiency and the essentials. date they 
seem have been very successful this regard. 

The structure, four stories height, 275 ft. long 


and ft. wide, was built accommodate 1,000 stu- 
dents. present writing there are close 800 enrolled. 
connected with St. Ignatius College few blocks 
away. 

the first floor are located the private offices 
the principal and vice-principal, the main offices, quar- 
ters for student-body officials, restrooms for the teach- 
ers, and seven classrooms. This floor has also the stu- 
dent library, which well-equipped and under the 
direction trained librarian. There are about 6,000 
volumes, indexed and cataloged, the disposal the 
boys. The debating hall the first floor, with seating 
capacity about 400, can used for club meetings 
and conferences. 

the second floor there are classrooms, and 
devotional chapel. The chapel, two stories high, has 
seating capacity about 400. 

The third floor mainly devoted the sciences,

with the usual lecture halls and laboratories, mechan- 
ical and free-hand drawing rooms. There are eight more 
classrooms and the choir loft the chapel. This loft 
can accommodate almost 100 people. 

The cafeteria the basement serves hot meals 
about 600 students daily. prevent crowding the 
cafeteria during the noon rush, the schedule classes 
has been arranged that one half the student body 
dismissed from classes half hour earlier than the 
other half. This plan has worked very satisfactorily. 

The basement also contains the bookstore, the stu- 
dent “co-op” store, and the equipment rooms the

athletic department, besides large playroom, running 
about half the length the building which may 
used during inclement weather.

the campus even larger building, Bebet Hall, 
devoted the sciences dentistry and pharmacy. The 
university has, besides, one the seismograph units 
the international Jesuit system seismography and 
meteorology, which records very accurately the various 
disturbances and tremors affecting the earth’s surface. 
Reports its records and prints its graphs are fre- 
quently seen the public press. broadcasting sta- 
tion, WWL, operated the university, with 
power 5,000 watts, and the message New Orleans 
wafted every state the Union, Canada, and 
our southern neighbors.

record their grade schools.

Aloysius College, the corner Ramoart and Esplan- 
ade. Their boarding school the famous “School 
St. Stanislaus College, Bay St. Louis. 
The Brothers the Christian Schools have splendid 
institution St. Paul’s, Covington, besides many 
flourishing preparatory schools throughout the state. 
customary the Brothers’ schools have full 
curriculum for commercial training alongside the 
college-preparatory courses. Efforts have been made 
the many religious orders Nuns afford every op- 
ortunity for the higher education girls. The Domin- 
ican College and Normal School St. Charles Avenue 
and Broadway offers four-year college course fully 
approved the state department education. The 
Ursulines have recently opened junior college the 
beautiful buildings State Street Drive. The Sisters 
Mount Carmel, their stately edifice overlooking 
the lake, have two-year normal school besides the 
regular high school. 

There are any number high schools provided for 
girls. Each the teaching orders has one more high 
schools this type. Among the larger and better 
known may mentioned the Dominicans, the Ur- 
sulines, the Religious the Sacred Heart, Sisters 
Mount Carmel, Sisters Perpetual Adoration, Sisters 
Charity St. Vincent Paul, Sisters St. Joseph, 
Sisters Notre Dame, Sisters Mercy, and other 
teaching orders.

every parish church. the city New Orleans alone 
there are parochial schools for white children and 
for colored children. Recently many the old school 
buildings have been replaced excellent, modern 
structures which compare favorably design and 
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toward the support and upbuilding the public 
schools.

The numbers children attending parochial schools 
for the last session quite considerable. the white 
schools there were 8,924 boys and 9,387 girls gram- 
mar grade; the colored schools 1,422 boys and 
1,722 girls. While the high school there were: white, 
946 boys, and 955 girls; colored, boys and 134 girls. 
Three hundred and thirty-five religious Brothers and 
Sisters devote themselves the children our paro- 
chial schools. With the same Christlike spirit and devo- 
tion, which characterize the teaching orders every- 
where, the true practice poverty, chastity, and 
obedience, they succeed holding high the standard 
our schools. 

According the figures given out the public 
school board the expenses attached the education 
the pupils various grades, has been estimated 
that the Catholic schools New Orleans save the tax 
payers each year $1,693,870. Besides the annual ex- 
pense operation and upkeep, the land, buildings, 
and equipment the parochial schools should total 
nearly $3,000,000, and the high schools and private 
schools belonging religious orders should exceed this 
amount. can said that the Catholics, through pri- 
vate collections and assessments, have contributed 
some five six millions dollars toward permanent 
education facilities, besides paying their own share

The Case Against Federal Department Education, 
booklet recently issued the N.C.W.C., Bureau Edu- 
cation, Mr. Charles Lischka has compiled statements 
large number prominent men and women well many 
court decisions opposed such legislation.

Mr. Lischka reviews briefly the history Federal legis- 
lation education quoting from the many debates Con- 
gress the subject show that the Federal Government 
not permitted the Constitution legislate education. 

Other quotations are supplied indorsing the opinion that 
department education unnecessary; that would lead 
centralized control education; that would increase 
the tendency toward standardization and uniformity with 
detrimental results; that would involve education 
national politics; that questionable whether such 
department would efficient; that there real popular 
demand for Federal department education; that its 
establishment would only entering wedge for more 
Federal powers. 
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Children’s Missions 


1900 Father Cornelius Shyne, S.J., began move- 
ment Children’s Missions rural areas, not 
incident afterthought Adult Missions, but 
major concern, and ultimately even more important 
than the latter. The Children’s Mission was conceived 
requiring distinct technique its own, and 
group men specially interested the problem and 
trained for it. the movement progressed was dis- 
covered that the surest way the revivification 
not the re-creation the spiritual life the parish, 
and its extension height and depth and length and 
breadth was found the influences radiating from the 
children even greater sense than from adults. 
fact where Children’s Missions were held preceding 
the adult missions with intervening period, the re- 
sults the adult missions were very much more effec- 
tive, and the influence the children was directly 
traceable cause. very real sense did little 
child lead them.”

1905 and 1908 the Ecclesiastical Review and 
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The Missionary. The original impulse seems have 
spent itself many years ago, though the rural aposto- 
late has gained new impetus recently from Father 
O’Hara, now the head the Rural Life Section 
the National Catholic Welfare Council.

Holding Children After School 


The custom practiced most schools keeping 
children after school disciplinary measure un- 
dergoing some modifications. fact, there are school 
systems that recently have found expedient abol- 
ish the practice altogether. 

The reasons for the change are due the traffic con- 
ditions which surround the average schoolhouse. 
many instances the crossings near the school are 
patroled immediately before and after school hours. 
Police officers are placed duty afford the children 
safe crossing, and thus protect them from accidents. 

The police thus employed usually remain only long 
enough protect the children immediately after the 
regular close the school. The children who are de- 
tained school not enjoy that protection. Some- 
times the teachers will render assistance, and some- 
times the police will remain their post little longer. 

School authorities, having had the matter under con- 
sideration, have nearly every instance decided that 
the safest thing abolish the practice hold- 
ing the children after school hours. may here 
argued that the disciplinary side the question 
sufficient consequence hold the children, and look 
after their safety well. 

The decision must nearly all instances rest upon 
local conditions. the traffic hazard the neighbor- 
hood schoolhouse merely nominal, the deten- 
tion pupils must determined the instructors 
upon the basis its value disciplinary measure. 
the other hand, the traffic situation dangerous 
remains for the school authorities their share 
toward promoting the safety the children.

Why Have Missions for Children 


Rev. Cornelius Shyne, S.J. 


Editor's Note. Our readers are vitally interested in the spiritual welfare 
of children, and in view of the present popularity of missions and retreats 
for children, a discussion of the matter by a pioneer leader in this work 
will be read with interest and profit. A further discussion of the subject 
appears the editorial pages this issue. this issue Father Shyne 
points out the kind of places where the misions are needed. The next 
article will deal with the conducting of the Missions. 


the year 1905, addition the ordinary work 
giving missions adults various Catholic 
parishes which the writer the present article 
was engaged, undertook between times organize 
and give missions for the exclusive benefit children. 
Previous experience had suggested the importance 
this new departure, and the success which attended the 
first straggling experiments proved the wisdom con- 
tinuing the work, and led further efforts have 
put some basis likely insure its permanency 
feature Catholic activity. The form which these 
efforts assumed and their splendid results the 
renewal religious spirit wherever they were tried, 
have furnished the material the following reflections, 
the seemingly personal character which must find its 
excuse the purpose the writer enlist the atten- 
tions earnest laborers Christ’s vineyard, this 
apparently neglected field. 


Where the Missions Are Needed 


Although had labored for sixteen years the coun- 
try, learned more the actual condition, from the 
religious point view, our small town and country 
parishes, during single year’s active ministry Chi- 
cago. conversation one day with street-car con- 
ductor was told that there were our own neighbor- 
hood hundreds boys who had lost the faith their 
baptisms; that these boys joined dangerous and for- 
bidden societies secure positions, while some 


them went the sacraments, now and then, because 
they belonged some Catholic society. was enough 
make interested and seek verify the state- 
ments, order that might what could help the 
young recruits infidelity before they left their 
fathers’ farms for the large cities, where the seductions 
low pleasures and drink were beckoning them 
sin every turn. the desire for the comforts life 
and the greed money make men who once knew and 
loved God, lose sight His claims them, 
wonder that the ill-instructed country lad should 
lost the Church during his first struggles strange 
environment earn his own living. not prepared 
for what sees and hears, and the current into which 
drawn, perforce drags him down. 

Closer acquaintance with the neglected country par- 
ishes where old men name family after family, who, 
for lack instruction, lost their faith and became its 
bitterest opponents, prompted me, whenever oppor- 
tunity offered, confine mission work those for- 
saken corners. the meantime, however, had ob- 
served also that children towns where there could be, 
but not, Catholic school, are frequently more 
deplorable condition regarding morality and religion 
than those the country. priests interested the 
salvation souls were look closely into this matter 
they would understand what immense leakage 
constantly going the American Church, both 
our cities and country towns where there are Catho- 
lic schoois. can only take some instance random 
from experience, demonstrate what say. was 
once called give mission town about hour’s 
ride from one the foremost Catholic cities the 
West. There was good church, fine pastorial resi- 
dence, but despite the pastor’s seeming anxiety open 
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school, there was provision made for the Catholic 
education the children. The mission, course, was 
intended for adults; but arranged also give 
instruction the children three o’clock Sunday, 
Monday, and Tuesday, when their confessions were 
heard. There were two this work, and 
preached the children the “End Man,” and 
“Sin, and its Penalties,” prepare them for 
good confession. When the time came for confession 
noticed that many the grown-up children crowded 
close the confessional possible; they were 
anxious hear what the one the inside had con- 
fess; they informed each other whispers way 
suggesting how the confession was done. Quite 
number got frightened while waiting for their turn, and 
ran away. Very few knew their prayers. The Act 
Contrition was not known one ten. They all lived 
town and bigoted one was then and these 
children Catholic parents had that knowing look 
and vulgar stare characteristic the unbaptized 
children the backwoods town. have intention 
laying the blame the pastor. may have been new 
handicapped other ways, but the conviction has 
grown since that impossible write the best 
arguments for the necessity the Catholic schools, 
unless one has felt felt when confronted with 
such actual conditions. was the end this mission 
that resolved what could for children 
similar state ignorance, and thought then, and 
sure now, that the Catechism, set the 
the First Week,” could produce the desired effect. 
Get the children, and you will surely reach the parents’ 
hearts. There Catholic school now the parish 
which have spoken, and the children that town 
meet you with different look, look that gladdens 
the Catholic heart.

was one the several “out missions” attended 
priest who lived about fifteen miles away. arrived 
there about two weeks before Christmas when the 
weather was rather severe. having mentioned 
the young people, was told that most the parishion- 
ers were old residents, advanced years, and that 
would not worth while get the eight ten chil- 
dren, who might gather together the weather was 
favorable. The pastor had promised have everything 
left own resources. preparations had been 
made, not even for bed meal. The snow the 
ground was two feet.deep; then came thaw for day, 
followed zero weather. The land around the church 
looked like frozen lake. Two stoves were supposed 
heat the church, but during this winter doubt 
whether four the same size would have warmed it. 
had few people Mass Sunday; four chil- 
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dren, and about 350 persons altogether gathered that 
night listen sermon the end Man. The 
same evening man and his daughter, who 
seemed still older, took their shanty. six 
o’clock the morning walked about half mile 
the church, and cleaned out the stoves. There was 
trace kindling wood the woodshed beneath the 
staircase that led the choir loft. The coal bin, behind 
the last pew, was empty. returned host’s 
shanty, and, while there warming myself, thought 
great deal about Peter, who stood the fireplace 
Caiaphas, doubting whether should desert his Lord 
and Master, stand Him. The old man, armed with 
some sticks and shovel, prepared accompany 
the church; and the daughter brought apronful 
kindling wood; while carried bucket coal and 
ax. When the woman was starting the fire the 
stoves, the old man and went through the snow, 
hunting for fuel feed the flame. dug few 
soaked rails, halved them and threw them into the 
stoves. was now nearly nine o’clock; the people 
were coming “bobs” (wagon bodies runners), and 
prepared for Mass; but before had reached the 
Canon, the church was full thick smoke. 

had intended speak the necessity prayer, 
but instead spoke the urgent necessity immedi- 
ate action, and assured the people the fog that 
for one, would stick post, not allowing myself 
either frozen out, smoked out. then called all 
the men together, and divided them into four bands, 
whose respective duty was put scaffolding, and 
clean out the chimneys; six miles for load 
wood; five miles for coal; and remove the snow and 
ice that obstructed the way into the church. The 
women were put cleaning the lamps found about the 
church and detailed off the neighbors borrow 
many more they could. this time the mission was 
well advertised, and, though some better-class fami- 
lies had refused house the missioner Sunday, they 
all seemed glad take him now; for thaw had 
come, inside well outside. thanked them for 
this belated thoughtfulness, and stayed the shanty 
his first benefactor. 

Monday had eight children, whom gave 
four instructions. was trying scheme all alone. 
the next day, each child brought two others, and 
Thursday had 59, not counting the young men and 
girls, ranging age from years, who had never 
made their First Communion. Saturday, after Mass, 
went Chicago, and told Catholic bookseller that 
had come begging for Prayer Books, beads, scapu- 
lars, crosses, and medals for little ones the woods. 
got nothing. went the Feeley Company, and 
think ought say here that got more than 
wanted, for nothing. got back the church time 
hear the confessions the children, and accom- 
plish some other useful work before retired late that 
night. Sunday, the children’s mission was close. 
They were the church nine o’clock the 
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morning, just one hour before the Mass. had arranged 
have the parents there together with the children. 
told them how procured the objects devotion, 
and, when the children had been placed files 
outside the railing, and every pew the church had 
been taken the grown people, including many non- 
Catholics, began explain the use each object and 
gave one each child. this time the babies had 
slipped from their mothers’ laps and toddled the 
sanctuary. opened the gate and let them one 
one. Each had get something and then went tum- 
bling back Mamma. doubt there was dry eye 
the church. People wondered where the children 
came from, and said they never knew there was one 
third the number the parish. The sight many 
little ones gathered about the altar that Sunday morn- 
ing inspired the congregation ask for priest. They 
have one now who says Mass for them Sunday, and 
instructs their children. There crumb comfort 
all this. Are there not the East, well the 
South and West, other places almost the mission- 
ary’s door, where the children might turn out 
heaven would out into the highways and byways 
and call them together 

The case have just related may appear somewhat 
exceptional, but not extraordinary silence 
the suspicion that there very large, and seemingly 
hidden, rift the dyke our priestly work for the 
little ones Christ. There another class children 
who have appealed me, and whom have given 
the same exercises. They are those who know their 
Catechism heart, but not feel it. Here proof 
which convinced the fact experience. one 
place found that out 200 children, had missed 
Mass the very Sunday which were open 
mission. They knew was mortal sin miss Mass, 
and they all told whither one doomed who 
dies that state. But they knew nothing “those 
rare moments experience when feel the truth 
commonplace, which different from what 
call knowing it, the vision the waters upon the 
earth different from the delirious vision water 
which cannot had cool the burning tongue.” 

How can make 200 children feel what they know? 
That was the question put myself, and the answer 
came: Give them their knowledge, their Catechism, 
the Exercises the First Week. did it. return- 
ing year later, found (believe when assure you 
fact) that none the juvenile congregation 
had missed Mass for year, and have strong reasons 
for suspecting that sanctifying grace was not once in- 
terrupted the soul any one them. 

Still another class children, for whom those doc- 
trinal retreats untold good, found where the par- 
ish school, owing the ignorance and worldliness 
parents, partial failure. such place brother 
missionary and myself were sent give two-week 
mission. The pastor told me, four months before 
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were expected, that hoped something could done 
during the mission arouse the congregation their 
duty filling his half-vacant classrooms. advised him 
that, since this land where the parents are the 
habit obeying their children, wished induce 
them their duty, should begin exerting his 
upon the children. went further, and suggested that, 
instead waiting for the mission which was take 
place November, should have triduum for all 
his children two weeks before the opening school, 
and, the closing Sunday, talk the four Masses 
the people their duties toward their children. 
was contemplating the same scheme himself, for 
did not expect much result from mission given 
children, combined with the exercises for grown people. 
seemed him, such time the little sinners were 
crowded off the stage make room for the big ones. 
Later applied the Jesuit Fathers St. Louis for 
man give the triduum the children, and 
happened that the matter was turned over me. Here 
was another chance driving the Catechism home 
through the exercises. The effect was that when 
school was opened the autumn, the children could 
not accommodated; the hitherto empty benches 
were all occupied two new teachers were procured, and 
extra classroom prepared. Since then, triduum has 
been given every year, and the pastor declares that the 
work shall annually while lives. The parents, 
too, will not let him forget it. 

When could these little ones gathered, was the 
question had answered own satisfaction; for 
had tried now and then for four years get the 
children during vacation, and had succeeded. But 
may certain many things and yet not have argu- 
ments strong enough convey that certainty others.

Religious Vacation Schools 


Vacation schools for religious instruction and allied activ- 
ities have been successful operation for several years and 
the movement spreading rapidly. The main purpose 
these schools give opportunity for adequate instruc- 
tion religion children rural communities and small 
city parishes without parochial school. 

These vacation schools have been uniformly successful. 
The children are glad come and their parents glad co- 
furnishing transportation for their own and their 
neighbors’ children. Very often non-Catholic children enroll 
the school and express great appreciation the knowledge 
Catholic truth they are able get only this way. 

Some parishes have been impressed with the results 
the teaching the Sisters the vacation school that they 
have found the means establish parochial school. Many 
persons have been brought back the Faith and whole 


families baptized result the vacation school. 

bulletin issued the bureau education the arch- 
diocese Dubuque, Iowa, gives plan organization and 
suggestions for the curriculum, grading, teachers, and daily 
program vacation schools. 


Organizing Vacation Schools 


The bulletin suggests that local committee women 
under the direction the pastor promote the interests 
the school. The laity should its part,.because their duty 
the children. standard record card should used for 
the pupil’s name, address and occupation parents, etc. 

The funds may secured from the parish budget, from 
tuition, other sources. The traveling and maintenance ex- 
penses the Sisters should paid from one these sources 
and each Sister given honorarium per week. suit- 
able lodging place for the Sisters should provided. They 
the proper type. Sometimes they may transported their 
Convent neighboring town. 

The course study religion for the diocese should 
used and the pupils grouped according grade. The school 
might also organize group for clubwork farm industry. 
familiarity with the devotions the Church should 
one the aims the school. Visits the Blessed Sacra- 
ment are encouraged and the frequent reception the sacra- 
ments made convenient and attractive. Articles devotion 
should hand and souvenir picture Christ teaching 
the young should given each pupil. 
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addition general recreation and health work the 
daily program, there should least one outing, picnic, 
hike. Parents should urged present the closing 
exercises. Credits are given for attendance, application, con- 
duct, and proficiency. These are read, the closing exercises, 
from the office record cards. The basal catechism and Bible- 
story book used the course should purchased the 
children; other books for reference might obtained for 
the parish library. 


The Curriculum 


course the major part the work the vacation school 
will the teaching religion. The curriculum for obvious 
reasons should follow the course outlined for the diocesan 
schools. Good music should used the fullest possible 
extent. 

Other activities may introduced during the recreation 
periods; for examples, health program, sewing, basketry, 
kindergarten work, games, etc. The farm bureaus will offer 
farm- and home-economy work. 


Place, Time, Teachers 


Circumstances will determine the location the school 
and the building rooms used. The church rooms 
connected with the church will serve admirably. The avail- 
ability the Blessed Sacrament for devotions, the organ 
for music, and the church grounds for recreation make 
the desirable place. school building the vicinity the 
church would satisfactory. two rooms any building 
near the church would answer. 

The month July has been found the most satisfactory 
time for the vacation school. Three and half hours the 
morning about the ideal arrangement. 

The pupils should grouped according ability, mental 
age, their school grade. For this reason best have 
three teachers, even though one these lay person. The 
senior students girls’ colleges have rendered valuable 
the Sisters the vacation schools. Seminary 
students have sometimes assisted with the boys.

the other pole. This done, the theater was covered with 
green construction paper, the words “Health were 
cut out and pasted it, and circles paper many colors 
were arranged represent lights. 

After deciding upon the materials needed and how the 
theater was made, the big problem that confronted them 
was, “What shall our story about?” finally decided 
that because few the boys and girls were not having 
milk school during the regular period, should try and 
encourage them so. Frankie Fuss and Rose Plumpkins 
being the names characters they enjoyed reading about 
their health readers, they chose write about them. 

The project began language class but extended into 
number subjects.

Ten thousand children parochial schools the city 
St. Louis, Mo., have been examined the Catholic School 
Health Bureau during the present school year, says Rev. 
James Murray, superintendent parochial schools. From 
analysis the examinations found that the pre- 
dominating defects are dental ailments, underweight, and ab- 
normal throat conditions. The analysis reveals only per 
cent with defective vision, and per cent with defective 
hearing.
